Was a strike in an Ohio coal mine A 
a car of coal, set it and pushed it 
down into the mine. That fire is still burning under ground, spreading 
many miles, destroying valuable coal deposits and rendering hundreds of 
acres of surface ground sterile. Today it threatens to destroy a 
building and some homes in a village. Burning beneath them it is under- 
mihing the ground and may cause them to collapse. The fire that a 
moment's anger started 45 years ago, certainly turned Gut to be a bigger 
thing than the men who started it ever imagined.” 

There is a moral to this incident which might well be heeded, for, 
after all, it is but an illustration, a spectacular one, it is true, of almost 
every day happenings. The moral is that a small act may have far-; 
reaching consequences, either for good or for evil.
